The  value  of  the  early  Records  of  the  Burghs  of  Scotland,  as  throwing  light  upon  national 
life  and  manners,  explaining  national  institutions,  and  illustrating  social  progress,  has  been 
fiilly  recognised,  and  can  scarcely  be  exaggerated.  Some  of  the  Book  Clubs,  which  have 
contributed  so  much  to  the  elucidation  of  Scottish  History,  have  already  directed  their 
attention  to  these  Records.  The  Spalding  Club  has  given  the  country  a  peculiarly  in- 
teresting and  valuable  series  of  Extracts  from  the  Records  of  the  Burgh  of  Aberdeen,  while 
the  Maitland  Club  has  published  notices  from  the  Records  of  Dysart,  and  Extracts  from 
the  Burgh  Records  of  Glasgow,  Prestwick,  Edinburgh,  and  Canongate.  Apart,  however, 
from  what  has  been  done  in  regard  to  Aberdeen,  it  cannot  be  said  ihat  much^^ore  has 
been  affected  than  merely  to  break  ground  in  the  direction  of  investigating  and  publishing 
Extracts  from  the  Burgh  Records  of  Scotland ;  and  as  nothing  more  is  now  to  be  hoped  for 
from  the  Book  Clubs  which  still  exist,  this  Society  has  been  formed  for  the  special  purpose 
of  undertaking  the  work. 

Besides  Extracts  from  the  Burgh  Records,  copies  of  the  Charters  of  Burghs  and  illus- 
trative  Extracts  from  contemporary  local  Records  will  be  given,  as  far  as  may  be  considered 

desirable 

The  Extracts  from  the  Records  of  each  Burgh  will,  as  far  as  the  Committee  consider 
expedient,  be  issued  separately,  and  without  adhering  to  any  prescribed  order.

The  Corporation  of  Glasgow  having  authorised  the  transcription  and  printing,  for  its 
oijvTi  purposes,  of  its  oldest  Charters  and  other  Muniments,  and  having  agreed  to  allow  the 
Scottish  Burgh  Records  Society  to  print  copies  for  the  use  of  its  Members,  the  first  Volume 
of  the  collection,  extending  from  the  foundation  of  the  Burgh  in  11 75-11 78  till  1648  has 
been  completed,  and  will  soon  be  ready  for  delivery. 

The  Corporation  of  Stirling  has  ordered  the  transcription  of  the  oldest  Records  of 
that  Burgh,  selections  from  which,  with  transcripts  of  its  Charters  and  Muniments,  are 
being  prepared.

Arrangements  are  also  in  progress  for  proceeding  with  similar  volumes  relating  to 
Perth  and  Dunfermline. 

The  death  of  Sir  William  Gibson-Craig,  Lord  Clerk-Register ;  Sir  James  Lumsden 
of  Arden;  Dr  I.aing;  and  Dr  Stuart,  who  took  a  warm  interest  in  the  Society  from  its 
commencement,  created  vacancies  in  the  Committee  which  were  supplied  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Earl  of  Glasgow,  Lord-Clerk  Register ;  Lord  Gifford,  Lord  Curriehill,  Dr 
Anderson  Kirkwood,  Dr  A.  B.  M*Grigor,  Dr  Arthur  Mitchell,  and  Mr  Thomas  Dickson. 
Lord  Curriehill  has  since  died,  and  Lord  Gifford  has  been  compelled,  by  the  state  of  his 
health,  to  resign.  The  Society  has  also  to  deplore  the  loss,  by  death;  of  Dr  John  Hill 
Burton,  who  had  long  been  one  of  its  most  distinguished  and  useful  Members. 

In  the  execution  of  the  work  to  which  the  Society  thus  addresses  itself,  and  which 
is  of  great  local  as  well  as  national  importance,  the  Committee  hope  to  receive  substantial 
assistance  from  the  larger  Burghs  whose  Charters  and  Records  may  be  from  time  to  time 
published.  Meanwhile,  the  Committee  will  be  glad  to  receive  from  Town-Clerks  and  other 
custodiers  of  public  documents,  such  information  as  they  can  give  in  regard  to  original 
documents  in  their  possession,  illustrative  of  the  constitution  and  early  history  of  the 
municipal  institutions  of  the  country,  and  to  communicate  with  such  Burghs  as  may  be 
desirous  to  co-operate  with  the  Committee  in  publishing  selections  form  their  earliest 
Records.

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PREFACE. 

In  this,  as  in  the  previous  volume  of  selections,  it  has  been  the 
object  of  the  Editor  to  collect  all  that  the  records  of  the  City  contain 
illustrative  of  civic  life^  during  the  period  over  which  the  volumes  extend. 
Recent  publications,  and  notably  Mr.  Macgeorge's  admirable  volume  on 
*'  Old  Glasgow/'  have  done  much  to  draw  attention  to  the  early  history 
of  the  City.  For  such  work  this  and  the  preceding  volume  provide 
authentic  materials  to  which  otherwise  it  would  be  practically  impossible 
to  make  adequate  reference. 

The  Index  which  accompanies  this  volume  does  not  apply  to  the 
Extracts  from  the  Accounts  of  the  Burgh,  for  the  period  from  1 630  till 
1661-2 — extending  from  page  501  to  page  552.  The  entries  in  these 
Accounts  are  stated  in  a  form  so  condensed  as  greatly  to  facilitate 
reference  and  supersede  the  necessity  for  including  them  in  the  index, 
which  would  otherwise  have  been  unduly  extended. 

Circumstances  of  a  purely  personal  nature  have  prevented  the  issue 
of  the  volume  of  Charters  and  Documents  relating  to  Glasgow.  The 
whole  of  the  body  of  the  book  has  been  completed  for  some  time,  and 
contains  the  Charters  of  the  Burgh  and  other  illustrative  documents 
from  the  institution  of  the  Burgh  till  1648.  The  Editor  hopes  to  be 
able  to  complete  the  Preface  to  that  collection  without  much  further 
delay. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  and  of  the  preceding  volume  the  Editor 
has  again  to  express  his  obligations  to  Mr.  Renwick,  without  whom 
neither  volume  could  have  been  completed.

(Act  of  parlia- present  magistratis  and  toun  counsell  of  Glasgow,  for  themselfis  and  in 
m^t,  1646,  name  of  the  haill  incorporatioune  and  inhabitantis  of  that  toune,  as  the 
suplicatioune  affirmes;  quhilkis  suplicatiounes  and  paper  of  vindicatioune 
respective  beiris  as  foUowis,  viz.,  The  supplicatioune  from  the  commission 
of  the  generall  assemblie  relating  that  it  hath  bene  the  insolencie  of  some 
disaffected  persones  in  Glasgow,  .under  censure  both  civill  and  ecclesiastick, 
not  only  to  protest  aganis  the  act  of  the  committie  of  estates  ordaneing 
that  nane  under  censure  of  kirk  and  state  for  complyance  with  the  rebellis 
sould  be  chosen  magistrats  or  counsellouris  in  burgh,  hot  utterUe  refused 
obedience  to  the  said  act,  and  with  ane  open  and  hie  hand  intrudit  them-

the  servandis  of  God  hes  done  in  all  ages  and  hes  evir  bene  the  suplicantis 
custome  and  care,  since  the  Lord  restored  the  kirk  to  her  libertie ;  as  also 
that  the  suplicantis  nevir  asswmed  to  themselfis  ane  judgment  ather  upon

James  and  King  Charles  I.,  and  was  the 
author  of  the  work  entitled  '*The  Staggering 
State  of  Scots  Statesmen  for  One  Hundred 
Tears,  viz.,  from  1560  to  1650."  The  contract 
now  proposed  to  be  altered  had  been  entered 
into  between  Sir  John  and  the  provost,  bailies, 
and  council,  on  llth  and  13th  June,  1653. 
It  narrates  that  he  had  purchased  from  Sir 
James  Lermont,  of  Balcomie,  Knight,  ''the 
landis  of  Puckie  and  Puckie  Milne,  with 
houses,  bigginges,  and  pertinents  thairof, 
lyand  within  the  parochin  of  Sanct  Leonerdis, 
and  sherefdome  of  F^f,"  that  he  had  morti- 
fied the  lands  and  mill  to  the  college  of  St.

therein  their  severall  liberties  and  priveleges,  by  grant  under  the  great  seal 
from  their  severall  kings,  but  the  same  are  also  ratified  by  their  severall  parlia* 
ments.

— In  the  petition  and  advice,  it's  said  in  the  very  first  article, 
your  highnesse  is  to  govern  accordiug  to  this  petition  and  advice,  in  all  things 
therein  contained,  and  in  all  other  thinges  according  to  the  lawes  of  these 
nations,  and  not  otherwise.  Wherefore,  the  premisses  considered  (though  I 
wish  the  remonstrateing  party  very  well)  I  cannot  in  the  least  advise  to  an 
act  in  my  apprehension  so  clearly  opposite  to  law,  but  rather  to  the  contrary; 
because  in  the  petition  and  advice  there  is  sufficient  provision  made  for  this 
very  particular,  or  at  least  such  provision  as  by  the  parliament  was  adjudged 
sufficient.  Besides,  upon  a  politique  account,  I  am  much  more  free  to  diswade 
your  highness  from,  then  perswade  to  this  thing,  because  all  the  bui^hes  in 
Scotland  (being  incorporated  into  one  body)  were  the  very  first  that  owned  us 
and  submitted  to  us,  and  have  ever  since  lived  peaceably  under  us,  and  whose 
interest  is  most  agreeable  with  ours,  by  reason  of  their  trade  and  traffick,  and 
so  more  easily  to  bee  interwoven  with  ours,  and  therefore  more  tenderly  and 
carefully  to  bee  cherished  by  us.  Now,  by  such  an  act  (as  permised)  to  dis- 
oblige one  is  to  disoblige  all,  and  will  bee,  I  am  afraid,  too  great  a  weakening 
of  your  highness's  interest  and  power  here;  and  the  doeing  of  it  cannot  any 
way  strengthen  your  hands.  Lastly,  seeing  my  advice  is  against  the  thing 
itself,  I  need  say  nothing  as  to  the  persons,  whom  I  hear  to  bee  good 
men;  but  I  should  humbly  advise  they  may  bee  left  to  the  free  election 
of  their  fellowburgesses  rather  than  your  highness  should,  by  command  or 
otherwise,  in  the  least  interpose  therein.  All  which  is  most  humbly  sub- 
mitted to  your  highnesso's  better  judgment,  by  your  highnesse's  most  humble 
servant.

1  By  act  of  parliament,  dated  20  May  1661, 
the  lands  of  Gorbals  and  town  of  Bridgend, 
as  the  old  village  was  caUed,  were  dissolved 
from  the  shire  of  Clydesdale,  regality  of  Glas- 
gow and  parish  of  Govan,  and  annexed  to  the 
city  of  Glasgow,  but  only  to  the  effect  that 
the  inhabitants  might  be  parishioners  in  the 
town  of  Glasgow,  and  might  repair  for  ordi- 
nances to  the  church  within  the  city  nearest 
to  them,   and  iu  all  public  mnsterings  and 
levies  should  join  with  the  city  and  its  in- 
habitants, bear  proportional  part  of  all  stents, 
taxations,  and  impositions  within  the  burgh, 
and  be  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  magis- 
trates of  Glasgow  in  the  same  manner  as  the

This  act 
having  given  dissatisfaction  to  certain  of  the 
feuars  and  inhabitants  of  Gorbals,  who  con- 
ceived it  was  contrary  to  their  just  rights 
and  privileges,  they  made  a  complaint  to  the 
Privy  Council  on  the  subject.    After  certain 
legal    procedure   the    parties    referred   their 
differences  to  Sir  John  Fletcher,  his  Majesty*s 
advocate,  arbiter  chosen  for  the  town  of  Glas- 
gow, Mr.  Bobert  Sinclair  of  Lockermaikhous, 
advocate,  arbiter  chosen  for  the  feuars  and 


inliabitants  of  Gorbals,  and  the  Earl  of  Glen- 
cairn,  high  chanceUor  of  Scotland,  as  overs- 
man  chosen  by  both  parties.

chiners  in  and  with  the  citie  and  inhabitants 
therof  and  repair  for  the  ordinances  to  the 
church  within  the  said  citie  ewest  to  them 
(if  the  said  citie  shall  think  the  same  con- 
venient); and,  next,  to  this  effect  that  they 
may  joyne  in  mnsterings,  leavies  and  ontreiks, 
proportionally  (in   manner   after   explained) 
with  the  said  citie;  provideing  allwayes  the 
saidis  feWars  and  inhabitants  be  first  freed 
and   exeemed  frae  any  mustering,   leavying

humilitie  acknouledge  our  error  and  hopes  that 
their  worships  wiU  pardone  it  as  proceiding 
from  waiknes  and  not  disrepect,  and  shaU  be 
alwayes  readie  to  pay  aU  due  respect  that  can 
be  expected  frae  vassells  to  their  superiors 
as  they  expect  from  them  aU  clemencie  and 
tendemes.

The  saidis  proveBt,  baillies  and  counsell,  tacking  to  their  consideratioune 
that  wmquhill  Robert  Boyd,  merchand  in  Stockholrae,  sone  laufull  to  Robert 
Boyd,  tailyeour,  burges  of  this  burgh,  who  hes  laitlie  deceast  since  his  coming 
to  this  toune,  had  brought  in  to  the  River  of  Clyd  ane  schip  loadned  with 
iron  and  tar,  and  seiug  the  said  ship  is  yit  vnlivered  and  that  they  ar 
most  willing  and  cairfull  that  non  should  sust^ane  prejudice  theranent, 
they  thought  fitt  that  the  guidis  should  be  sequestred  and  secured,  and  ther- 
wpon  did  send  for  the  skipper,  ane  Dutcheman,  who  declared  that  there  was 
a  charter  pairtie  and  bill  of  loadining  extant,  and  that  ane  pairt  of  the  guidis 
did  belong  to  the  said  vmquhill  Robert  Boyd  and  pairt  to  wthers  in  Stock- 
holme;  and  therfor,  after  advyce  takin  be  the  saidis  magistratis  and  counsell,
